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K. Marie Anthony, a nurse practitioner for 
the Long Beach Health and Human Services 


Department, entered the examination room 
in her Grand Avenue office thinking that she 
was about to perform a routine Pap smear. 
Her young patient lay on the table, knees bent, 
with a sheet covering her lower body. She told 
the nurse that she was concerned about several 
warts that had formed in her genital region 
within the past year. This was a long time to 
wait to address this problem, Anthony thought 
to herself. Putting all judgments aside, the 
nurse walked toward the woman’s parted legs 
and lifted up the sheet. 

“Excuse me,” Anthony said. 

She lowered the sheet, turned away from 
the table and left the room. She needed a 
moment to regain composure after this horrify- 
ing and unprecedented experience. The patient 
had two warts — one on each side of her labia — 
that had swollen to the size of tennis balls. 

In the three years that she had been a nurse 
practitioner, this was the worst case of genital 
warts Anthony had ever witnessed. 

The young woman’s condition was caused 
by the human papilloma virus, also known as 
HPV, one of the country’s most widespread 
sexually transmitted diseases. In addition to 
genital warts, it can cause cervical dysplasia and 
can lead to cervical cancer. Although HPV is a 
common STD, it is not commonly spoken of. 
Lack of information coupled with the inclina- 
tion to focus on more well-known STDs has 
contributed to a growing number of cases each 
year, particularly among young adults. 
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According to the Web site for the National 
Cancer Institute (http://www.nci.nih.gov), 
there are more than 100 types of HPV, over 30 
of which can be transmitted through oral, anal 
and vaginal sex. Many of the other types of 
HPV can be transmitted simply through di- 
rect contact with the virus. 

Somestrains of the virus cause warts around 
the genital area, while others cause cervical 
dysplasia, a term used to describe abnormal 
cell changes on the cervix. The types of HPV 
that cause these changes have been dubbed 
“high-risk” strains because they have been 
linked with cervical cancer, according to the 
Web site for the American Social Health Asso- 
ciation (http://www.ashastd.org). 

Although the virus does not discriminate 
among people of different genders, race, eco- 
nomic or educational backgrounds, young 
adults are at a higher risk for HPV, said an 
operator for the National HPV and Cervical 
Cancer Hotline, who preferred to remain 
anonymous. 

A recent poll conducted by the hotline indi- 
cated that individuals between the ages of 18 to 30 
years old are more susceptible to contracting the 
virus because many people in this age group tend 
to be more sexually transient, the operator said. 
Like with any other STD, having multiple sexual 
partners increases the chance of getting HPV. 

As many as 75 to 80 percent of the sexually 
active population in the United States has or 
has had HPV. Currently, it is unclear to re- 
searchers whether or not the virus can disappear 


from some people’s systems, the operator added. 


What you 
tlon't know 
could hurt you

Statistics have increased dramatically since 
ten years ago when the infection was shown to 
be affecting 20 to 30 percent of the sexually 
active population in the country, most particu- 
larly those within the 20 to 24 age range, 
according to anarticle in The New York Times. 

The Times article explains that women 
can be more susceptible to HPV infection 
than men because cells in the cervix divide 
rapidly, making it easier for the virus to grow 
and multiply. According to the National Li- 
brary of Medicine Web site (http:// 
www.nlm.nih.goy), several recent studies done 
on college women have shown that nearly half 
were positive for HPV. In many Cases, partici- 
pants had no visible signs of the virus. 

The student health center at Cal State 
Long Beach is frequented by both male and 
female students who have HPV. 

“As far as people having STDs, this is one 
of the prevalent ones,” said Clinical Coordi- 
nator Larry Harvey, RN. 

The center provides HPV testing for the 
strains that cause cervical dysplasia and genital 
warts fora fee of $71.20. By administering a Pap 
smear or tissue sample, physicians should be able 
to determine evidence of the virus, Harvey said. 

Meanwhile, health center personnel are 
concerned with the number of students 
whocome into the office with the virus. 

“There’s enough (concern) to warrant more 
education on STDs,” Harvey said. 

The center offers workshops about STDs 
including HPV and publishesa bi-monthly news- 
letter that may address issues involving the virus.

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Overall, the general public’s knowledge on 
the subject appears to be limited because ofa lack 
of elaborate information. Harvey compared this 
situation to that of herpes in the 1980s because 
at the time, not much was known about that 
virus, either. 

According to a report issued by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services in 1999, “data on 
provider understanding about 
genital HPV infection are lim- 
ited.” Physicians are aware of the 
link to cervical cancer, but are 
unclear about the connection be- 
tween genital warts and cancer, as 
well as other issues involving transmission. 

The tendency to focus on more prominent 
and debilitating STDs, like HIV, may be 
another reason why HPV has not received the 
recognition that its counterparts have. 

“[HPV] doesn’t have the high profile of 
HIV, which is deadly,” Harvey said. 

In addition, discussion of STDs in general is 
something that causes uneasiness for many people, 
so oftentimes patients will refrain from asking 
questions out of embarrassment, said Anthony. 


Anthony has had great difficulty in explaining 
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HPV to parents whose children have contracted 
the virus, because many parents are reluctant to 
believe that their son or daughter is having sex. 

“STDs by nature are not things that most 
people talk about,” she said. “When you talk 
about sexual stuff, it’s very uncomfortable to a 
lot of people.”

Anthony sees about 10 patients a week 
with HPV, most of them being men. 

In eradicating genital warts, trichloroace- 
tic acid or liquid nitrogen is applied, essen- 
tially “freezing off the infected area. The wart 
should fall off within seven to 10 days follow- 
ing the treatment, Anthony said. 

Methods used to treat cervical dysplasia in- 
clude cryosurgery and electrocauterization, ac- 
cording to the National Library of Medicine Web 
site. Cryosurgery is a process in which liquid 
nitrogen is placed upon the cervix through a

probe, cooling the area to 20 degrees below Cel- 
sius. With electrocauterization, the probe emitsan 
electric current that burns off infected tissue. 

Certain strains of HPV cause warts on the 
hands and feet, in which case over-the-counter 
ointments can be safely attempted. However, 
these medications cannot be used to remedy 
genital warts, according to the 
InteliHealth Web © site 
(www. intelihealth.com). 

Other than abstinence, 
there is really no way for indi- 
viduals to completely safeguard 
themselves from the STD. 
Condoms do help, but they are 
not 100 percent effective in blocking trans- 
mission, said CSULB student health center 
physician Pat Convery, MD. 

Although the condition of Anthony’s pa- 
tient was caused by the disease, having HPV 
does not automatically mean the development 
of a large growth. The young woman had 
waited a year before consulting a physician. 

After pulling herself together and reenter- 
ing the examination room, the nurse practitio- 


ner sent her patient to the hospital for imme- 
diate removal of the warts. [um]

wood starlets together. 

Kate Bosworth plays the role of Anne Marie, a proven surf 
phenom at the junior level who has yet to prove herself at the 
professional level. She has the opportunity to compete with the best 
women surfers in the world at the Pipe Master championships in Oahu, 
Hawaii. In the process of her training, Anne Marie encounters ob- 
stacles that have her reorganizing her priorities with love, life, family, 
friends and winning. 

Eden (Michelle Rodriguez) and Lena (Sanoe Lake) are the friends 
that try to help Anne Marie keep her mind focused on winning the 
upcoming championship. They both have trouble keeping Anne Marie 
from focusing on winning over her love interest (Matt Davis) rather 
than the surfing contest. At the same time, Eden and Lena try to help 
tame Anne Marie’s wild little sister, Penny (Mika Boorem). 

In late July, three weeks before the opening of the movie, the girls 
gather at the Four Seasons Hotel in Beverly Hills and give a taste of 
what’s behind the waves. Michelle Rodriguez, Sanoe Lake and Kate 
Bosworth show exactly why they were cast in the movie and why they 
are considered to be part of the “new” Hollywood.

smiles and a quirky sense of humor. A reporter reminds Michelle that 
she seemed upset and angry during an earlier “Resident Evil” interview, 
but today she walks in more relaxed with a daisy set upon her right ear. 

“Was I mean?” Michelle asks with a huge smile on her face. “Was 
I really mean?”

“T’ve always been a surfer and going to bea surfer,” Sanoe says. “I'd 
love to do more acting. I’m just kind of going with it now. Instead of 
putting myself under a burden of a'plan, I’ll go with the flow. In the 
meantime, I’m going to be looking through scripts and parts. ’m not 
exactly sure what I’m looking for. I’m going to be looking for strong, 
edgy parts, not the ‘girlfriend’ part. It’s my dream to do parts with 
messages. I want to inspire people.” 

As Sanoe is answering her question, Michelle interrupts her. “She 
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is kind of, like, golden,” she says. “Like in [the 
novel] “The Outsiders” when they tell Pony Boy to 
stay gold. Remember that? She doesn’t want that 
Hollywood thing to get her.” 

Sanoe agrees. “[Hollywood] is already so 
dark that I really love to do something 
good...thought-provoking,” she says. “Too 
many people are stuck in their ways of ‘being 
dark is cool, being mean is cool;’ this image of 
being mean because it’s cool. I want to avoid 
that role. I don’t want to take a lame role just 
because I need the money. I’m not trying to 
conquer the world or anything, but I still might 
do a role just for fun.” 

Sanoe was born in Oahu and she is a re- 
nowned surfer. Of the three actresses in the 
film, she is the only one that knew how to surf 
beforehand. Sanoe loved the fact that she was 
able to surf and get paid for it. 

“It was great, but I didn’t get to surfenough,” 
she says. “I thought I was going to go to Hawaii, 
hang out at the beach and surf. It was a lot of 
work and we didn’t get into the water. We were 
dying to get into the water. We worked for 
about 12 hours a day and hardly got a chance to 
touch the water. It was really hard for me be- 
cause I’m a surfer. And they just sat me on the 
beach and told me to not wet my hair. I was 
starving. Like when you’re hungry and you're 
standing in front of the buffet line. That’s what 
it was like for me, so I just ended up going inside 
the water when they didn’t want me to.” 

Michelle, on the other hand, was a complete 
surfing novice when the filming began. 

“T didn’t know how to surf,” she says. “I 
went in there very cocky because I grew up in 
Puerto Rico. My dad taught me how to swim. 
But you give me a board and I am not a water 
person. I al- 
most died 
three times 
while in the 
water for the 
movie. I only 
did one 
stunt, which 
was the jet ski 
stunt. I went 
to Hawaii for 
the water,”

continues. “I 
love the wa- 
ter. It makes

nlike the matchbook degrees of the 

early to mid-’90s, a new generation of 

distance learning — called e-learning 

— has emerged as a viable option for 
continuing education. 

Despite obstacles including laws currently being 
reviewed, educators believe e-learning is poised to 
take the academic world by storm and change the 
foundation of education in the process. 

“The single most important fact associated with 
e-learning is that the responsibility for learning has 
been transferred from the faculty member to the 
student,” said Michael Abbiatti, the associate com- 
missioner of information and learning technology 
for The Louisiana Board of Regents. “Students have 
been indoctrinated through decades of traditional 
classroom experiences to be passive participants, 
more or less, in the learning process. E-learning 
changes the rules.” 

However, some students find the burden of 
responsibility too great to bear. Asa result, a signifi- 
cant non-completion rate emerges for online courses. 
In some cases, the non-completion rate is higher for 
online courses than that seen in traditional courses 
offered at a university, according to some educators. 
One possible explanation Abbiatti cites is that stu- 
dents have not been taught to learn electronically, 
accustomed instead to sitting as observers ina lecture 
hall. A student may be very skilled at surfing the net, 
downloading music or video and participating in e- 
mail or instant messaging, but may not possess the 
necessary skills to complete an online course. 

“This non-completion rate is a continuing black 
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eye for e-learning,” 
Abbiatti said, explaining that the Internet was not 
designed as a teaching or learning tool. 

Additional training is therefore required for fac- 
ulty and students to create an environment in which 
students take on the responsibility for receiving their 
education, a transition that is often difficult for 
veteran faculty members, according to Martha Mills, 
director of California Virtual Campus, Bay Area, 
Region 1 in Cupertino, Calif. 

“The majority of faculty currently teaching were 
hired for their expertise in a specific content area, not 
their knowledge of technology which supports learn- 
ing,” Mills said. “Most faculty must learn a very 
different way to communicate knowledge and facili- 
tate learning.” 

While this evolution will not eliminate the clas- 
sic physical universities, it has already begun to 
drastically change them. 

On-campus courses have traditionally been fac-

ulty-centered, with an instructor presenting the con- 
tentand the class revolving around and responding to 
the instructor’s lead, according to Mark Kassop, 
distance learning coordinator at Bergen Community 
College in Paramus, New Jersey and chair of the New 
Jersey Virtual Community College Consortium. 
Online courses, on the other hand, have become 
student-centered. The instructor starts the ball rolling, 
but through discussions and various other online group 
activities, Kassop said students are expected to learn 
independently and to work with and teach one another. 
While the educational possibilities are evident, 
Kassop also pointed to a drawback of e-learning, as it 
lacks a component often taken for granted. 
“Online education is a convenience and it is 
educationally sound, but it does not replace the need 
for face-to-face interaction,” Kassop said. “The value 
of attending a residential college is the learning that 
happens outside the classroom — in the library, in the 
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dorms, at on-campus lectures and cultural events, in 
faculty offices — and I don’t think that online courses 
are currently a threat to those virtues ofan on-campus 
education.” 

Additionally, online courses frequently demand 
a larger amount of effort and time from a student 
than an on-campus course. There tends to be more 
writing, more independent study, more projects and 
more activities, Kassop said. 

“Online learning is not another [term] for ‘easy 
A,” Mills said. “A well-designed course will likely be 
more demanding 
ofa student’s time 
and there should 
be a greater expec- 
tation of the 
student’s contri- 
bution to thelearn- 
ing community.” 

Yet despite such strong support among academ- 
ics, the actual development of e-learning is minute 
when compared to e-commerce. It lacks a demon- 
strated need, strategic vision, an operational plan and 
tactical tools, Abbiatti said. 

“E-commerce and e-education are viewed very 
differently by the buying public,” Abbiatti said. “E- 
commerce systems are designed to be simple and meet 
customer needs. To date, universities have been 
designed to meet institutional needs. Although this 
position is changing, it will be quite awhile before the 
university can claim thesame customer focusas e-bay.” 

Similar to e-commerce, consumers of e-learning 
face many of the same risks when purchasing some- 
thing over the web. 

“Price is not the most important}thing to con- 
sider,” said John Opper, executive director of the 
Florida Community College Distance Learning 
Consortium. 

Consumers are forced to evaluate and research 
the programs they participate in, as accreditation can 
vary from state to state with some programs holding 
no accreditation whatsoever, according to a study 
conducted by Franklin University. 

Franklin University found states with no ap- 
proval process at all in regard to setting up online 
course offerings, while others only required a 


letter explaining the program. At the same time, 
some states required a very difficult and time- 
consuming approval process, including an all- 
expenses-paid trip to the university's campus in 
Columbus, Ohio, review fees, a written report 
detailing the intended program and proof of 
Franklin’s regional accreditation. 

Response time was just as varied with some states 
responding immediately while others reported a two- 
year backlog of applications followed by a two-year 
waiting period.

“There are many providers and many types of 
accreditation,” Opper said. “Check them out before 
you buy. Itis like reading a few reviews before buying 
a book or seeing a movie. The book cover or movie 
poster may be misleading.” 

One of the greatest obstacles hindering e-learn- 
ing is funding, or more specifically, the lack thereof. 
Under the Higher Education Act of 1965, financial 
aid is currently awarded to qualifying institutions 
based on the outdated concept of “seat time,” refer- 
ring to how much timea student spends in a physical 
classroom, according to a report conducted by the 
Web-Based Education Commission. 

Within this system, the U.S. Department of 
Education has enforced two rules for funding, the “12- 
hourrule” and the “50 percent rule.” The 12-hour rule 
defines a week of instruction as 12 hours of “regularly 
scheduled instruction, examinations or preparation 
for an examination.” Similarly, the 50 percent rule 
requires institutions that receive federal funding to 
offer at least 50 percent of their courses in a classroom 
setting, in an effort to ensure that a student receiving 
support is actually participating in the course. 

Yet only 16 percent of college students fit the 
classic model which involves attending full-time, 
being between the ages of 18-22 and living on 
campus, according to a study conducted by Arthur 


Levine at Teachers College, Columbia University. 

Levine also found that this new majority of 
students deem other activities, such as work or fam- 
ily, more important than higher education. “As a 
consequence, older, part-time and working students, 
especially those with children, often said ... that they 
wanted a very different type of relationship with their 
college than students have historically had,” Levine 
reports. “They preferred relationships like those they 
already had with their bank, the electric company 
and the grocery.” 

The Internet 
Equity and Educa- 
tion Act of 2001, 
otherwise known as 
H.R. 1992, would 
amend the Higher 
Education Act of 
1965 to “expand the 
opportunities for higher education via telecommunica- 
tions” if passed by the Senate. The measure would 
provide qualifying traditional universities federal finan- 
cial aid without requiring seat-time limitations, restric- 
tions previously impossible to adhere to with e-learning 


students who never set foot on a university campus. 

“Current financial aid regulations constitute a 
barrier to students fully utilizing Internet education 
opportunities,” Gerald A. Heeger, president of Uni- 
versity of Maryland University College, stated in a 
testimony addressed to the Web-Based Education 
Commission. “We cannot deny students access to 
federal aid because they are sitting in front of a 
computer instead of in a classroom. And we cannot 
apply standards for what is or is not an ‘eligible 
program’ or for thatmatteran ‘eligible institution’ for 
federal aid purposes on definitions that assumed 
fixed times and places for learning.” 

The Cal State system, while admittedly offering 
fewer online courses than other universities, offers 
between 700-800 courses, including at least 11 fully 
online degree programs, according to information 
obtained through the CSU Chancellor’s Office. 

Cal State Long Beach currently offers a bachelor’s 
degree of vocational education thatis delivered through 
several technologies, including web-based instruction, 


but does not offer any fully online programs. [UM]

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Q: In relation to this month’s story: Can someone contract HPV from a toilet 
seat or other non-sexual contact like sharing of clothing, hotel sheets etc., or is

A: Helen Valentine, registered nurse, replies: 
HPV is transmitted from one person to another person through skin-to-skin 

contact with an infected partner. It is not transmitted through blood or genital 
secretions. It is also possible, although very rare, for a person to transmit warts 
virus to the genitals from another area of the body, in a process called 
autoinoculation. There is also a small possibility that inanimate objects can 1 
transmit the virus. However, the virus lives for a brief period of time and one 
would have to have almost immediate contact with the object. General hygiene 
measures are our best protection to prevent the spread of diseases, i.e. hand 
washing, not sharing utensils and drinking cups, using toilet seat covers.

Yes, Pap smears are recommended for women after the age of 18 years. 
Conditions such as monilia and bacterial vaginosis can be detected and are not ‘ 
considered sexually transmitted. “Sexually active” has many meanings for 

different people. Some young women and men who are still virgins but who I 
participate in oral sex have been diagnosed with genital herpes, which can be ‘ 
transmitted by oral sex.

Q: After spending countless hours on the beach this 
summer, I have noticed that a mole on my thigh 
has slightly changed color? Is this a normal result 
from sun exposure—did my mole simply get a 

tan—or should I get it checked out? 


A: Jeanne Ruehl, female nurse practitioner, replies: 
Moles may darken with exposure to the sun; 
however, any change in a mole is worthy of being 
evaluated by a health care professional. Poten- 
tially serious changes in a mole may include the 
ABCDEFP’s: A=Asymmetry, when one half 
of the mole doesn’t match the other, 
B=Border, the border or edges of the 
mole are blurred or irregular, C=Color, 
the color of the mole is not the same 
throughout or has shades of tan, brown, 
black, red, white or blue, D=Diameter, the 
diameter of a mole is larger than 6mm (about the size of 
a pencil eraser), E=Elevation or enlargement and 
F=Family history of skin cancer (melanoma). Remem- 
ber, sunburns may increase the risk of developing skin 
cancer, so always wear sunscreen outdoors with an SPF 
of at least 15.
